REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The proposed amenments and applicant's argument are not pesuasive. First, in response to applicant's argument that there must 
be suggestion or moivation to modify or combine reference teachings, it is noted that obviousness may be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, 
or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988), In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992), and KSR International Co. v. Teleflex, Inc., 550 U.S. 398, 82 USPQ2d 1385 (2007). In this case, motivation to modify or 
combine reference teachings found in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. Second, in response to 
applicant's argument that Dibugnara (USP 3,844.029) fails to disclose or even suggest a wire contact being covered with the 
nickel layer without the silver layer directly applied on the nickle layer, it is noted that claim 9 is rejected by combination of AAPA 
and Dibugnara as well as claim 13 is rejected by combination of AAPA and Dibugnara. FIG 1 of AAPA discloses a section of the 
wire contact attached to the diode chip is covered with the nickel layer without the the silver layer directly applied on the nickel 
layer. Furthermore, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness 
by attacking Dibugnara individually where the rejections are based on combinations of AAPA and Dibugnara. See In re Keller, 
642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
